The following incident taken from the.

Massachusetts Regiment at. the time 
when Col. Carruth was in command. 
There are-several members of the regi- 
ment in’town, whom it may interest. 

Thirty years is a good’while to wait for 
a Sergeant Major’s warrant, but that is 
what even so good a fellow as Comrade 
Augustus Hatch of the old Thirty-fifth 
Massachusetts had to do, and _ he counts 
it his most valued relic of the war, 

It was down at the White Sulphur 
Springs in the’year,’$3. Sergeant Hatch 
had been outside doing a little skirmish- 
ing on his own account, and having found 
a delightful house, filled with the most 
cha hood evlide who treated him right 
royally and ‘gave him +the.dirst. square 
meal that he had tasted in many moons, 
with cricken galore, he hastened back to 
‘Camp, being a good™ fellow, ‘teracquaint’ © 
his Colonel with— the glorious fortune 
which had. smiled on the Thirty-fifth in 
having such generous neighbors. Colonel 
Sumner Carruth was in command and 
General Nat Wales was then his Adjutant. 
A party was made up at once as soon as 
the Sergeant’s tale was told. 

As they were about. to leave, Hatch 
suggested that it would be better that 
one should remain behind at. headquar- 
ters, as, in the event of anything trans- 
piring in the Colonel’s absence, there 
would be no one left to command: the 
regiment. He, having already fed upon 
the milk and honey, cheerfully accepted 
the alternative and* made himself com- 
fortable in the Colonel’s tent while await-:

ulation is about as dense as in Belgium 
and Saxony, but life is supported under 
very. different circunistances. Saxony 
and. Belgium import foodstuffs .and ex- 
port mineral and manufactured prod- 
ucts. Java imports a very small amount 
of rice and salt fish and exports many 


supplies its own people with food,’ but 
finds it possible to buy - mineral ‘and 
manufactured products, It might be 
supposed that this immense population 
would be,divided in a certain proportion 
on the island, and either that its increase 
would be small, as in France and Bel- 
giui, or else there would be a large 
emigration, as from Great Britain or 
Germany, ' 

Neithey case is true. Emigration is 
scarcely known, The . population in- 
creases at, the rate of 1 per cent a year, 
and its distribution varies so greatly 
that in the eastern portion ;there are 
fewer peoplé than in the swampy prov- 
ince~ef ,Minsk, in Russia, and in the 
central part there are almost twice as 
many people as in Belgium and Saxony, 
and yet 80 per cent of the population in 
this part of. the island live by agricul- 
ture. Rice is the staple, and the statistics 


| give 288 kilograms to each inhabitant. 


Only about 15 per cent of the surface of 
the, island is devoted to the culture of | 
rice. - This is still in a very primitive 
state, but the government has taken it 
up, and the production will be greatly 


“increased, Java is a mountainous coun- 


try, but these mountains are not high, 
and the rainfall is great, and rice can be

for the first-crop—and10_per cent for the 
second, We have therefore a possible 
extension jof the cultivation of rice to 
5,200;000 hectares. An average crop to 
this amount of acreage ‘would support 
9,000,000 people,
